They were iii 
sympathy with tlu; strikor.-i, and on iliu 
appi'oacli of the car lie^aii iiooting at tl e

tacked the conductor and driver, beatiiio 
them aevefely, and overturned the ear in- 
to a ditch. The horses were cut iou.se and 
turned adrift. 'I'he .sccoirI attack was 
soon repealed. Half an hour later two 
cars on Like street were thrown fr uii tliu 
track by a howling mob, but nobody was 
hurt. The cars have all been ordered to 
the barns, and no further effort will be 
made to run them before morning.

TME yRANCmSJS BILL. 

Tlioao membern on the ininiaterial 
benches who thought tliey had hoard the 
last uf the discuaaion oii the franchiae 
bill have been counting their •iiickena 
before they were hatched. A brief dia- 
ouBsion on the achodules took place; but 
Sir John completely took the wind out of 
the opposition sails by postponing the 
iiiuuoy cluuae of the bill until nest aes- 
soin, as lie thought lie could during recess 
arrange with the county court judge* and 
revising barristers on an ixiexponsivo scale. 
The opposition card of expense is thus 
trumped by the wily premier. The sche- 
dules disposed of it was thouGiht the third 
reading of the bill would betaken without 
opposition and the measure then sent up 
to the lords. No such luck is in prospect 
as notice has boon given of fourteen aiii- 
endtnents to the bill and the numbur is 
inoreasiag daily. Among the aiiiend- 
meut* is one by Hon. Peter Mitchell in 
favor of Dianhood sutfrage; one by Mr. 
Somorviile, that the sons of owners, oc- 
cupants and tenants in Ontario bo given 
the right to vote on their father's pro- 
perty; one by Air. Uliarltoii which pro- 
poses to leave the control of the electoral 
fiats to the people by allowing tiiom to 
appoint the olheers to preparo them ; one 
by Mr. Davios that aouuty court judges 
shall prepare the electoral lists in Prince 
lidward Island, and that tiipy shall be 
prepared in other prov iiioes by municipal 
olhcera; one liy iMr. Flonuui,' that only 
franchiaed Indians shall bo allowed to 
vote; and one by Mr. Uavies that county 
court judges should also be appointed re- 
vising officers, and in the event of their 
inability to perform the work the power 
of fSlliut; the vacancy to rost with the pro- 
vincial chief justice. Tlioao will briefly 
indicate what is still in store for lion, 
inenibera and with the thermometer of 
the obamber in the ninoties the prospoct 
ia simply "horful." 

BETTER TERMS TO MANITUHA. 

The Maiiitolm bottor terms reaoiutions 
were coiiaidorod on tho 25tli ult. by the 
commons. 'I'hese resolutions propose that 
all lands which are shown to the satisfae 
tion of tho dominion {jovernment to be 
awamp lauds shall be transferred to the 
province and inure wlwlly to its use and 
benefit; thai 150,000 acros of land be sot 
aside and held in trust by the iloiiiinicui 
for the eiulowmont of tho univor.'iity of 
Miinitoba; that the annual i,'raiit be made 
§100,000; that 'the por capita nlliuvaiico of 
80 oeiils be calciilatBd on 1 '.'5,000 from 
July 1st next, iimtoad of on loO.OOO aoiila, 
ua provided by l\w previous .statute, tho 
number of amila to be iiicrea.sed by a 
tjuiiKiuennial consua up to -100,000, whore 
it becomes atatiifiiary ; that a sum of 
8160,000 be charged against the debt with 
which the province is credited in the do- I 
minion accounts, and paid over for the 
erection of a lunatic system, and that 
these grants of land and p ij'monts shall 
be made on condition that they be ac- 
cepted by the province for reiniburaeinent 
of coats of the boundary dispute and all 
other questions and claims di&eusaod be- 
tween the dominion government and the 
provincial government up to the lOlh of 
January last. IJy this ariangenient the 
annual cash .subsidy ia iii ireaaed by t!2,'),- 
000, and, along with the other conoea- 
aiona, it is hoped to jiuiko the terms final. 
Proroinenl. Mauitobans, however, inti- 
mate that while for a time the province 
may be satiafied, tho federal government 
is not at all unlikely to receive anothiir 
demand in a couple of yi-ara, accoinpuiiied 
with certain menaces wliich i,>uebec ia 
such an adept at showing;. Alanitoba 
would, however, have aoniB juktificatlun , 
but greedy Quebec has none. 

''ALL WORK AND NO PLAY, dlU." 

Two or three aiiiuaiiiE; incidents re- 
lieved the monotony of parliamentary 
life during tho week. Tho inoticm for 
conourrenoe in the report uf tlio commit- 
tee on the C. I'. R. railway loan roaolu- 
tionn produced the unual batch of ainond- 
menta. While Sir John was preparing 
an amendment at tliu cUrk'a tablo Hon. 
J. J. C. Abbott Htrnlled up and tho oppo- 
sition at once ''catching on" cheered vig- 
oroualjr, their idea being that he was there 
more in the interest uf the C. P. R. aa 
its solicitor than in tho interest of the 
country. Later on Sir John and Mr, 
Blake were laying their heads over an 
amendment when there were loud cries of 
"Peter." Hon. Peter Mitchell, the leader 
and follower of the third party, at once 
divined the reason of hts being wanted 
and proceeded to the table to assist the 
leaders of tho lirsL and socotid parties. 
Mr. Blake saw him cominir, however, and 
to the amusement of the house turned tail 
and fled to his seat. Peter, amid cheers 
and laughter, remarked that ho wanted to 
know, as leader of tho tliird party, what 
tho two leaders were up to, when Sir John 
jokingly replied that they were forming a 
coalition to prevent oliatruetion by tho 
third party. On another ocoasion burly 
Dr. Fortin waa induced to favor the house 
with a aong whilo the whips wore scour - 
ing tho lobbies for membera during a di- 
vision call. The doctor gave "La Claire 
Fontaine" in excellent style, all the mem- 
bers joining in the chorus. How ia that 
for the dignity of parliamentary proceed- 
ings t 

UUR STANDING ARMY. 

Besidea the .increase in the number of 
tha Northwest mounted police, to which 
Wehave adverted previously, weare to have 
our standing army incrensod from ToO to 
1,000 mull. Tliia is to be done by the 
establishuietit of a school of infantry at 
London, Ont. , and of one infantry corp.s, 
half mountod and half ordinary infantry, 
at Winnipeg, The government consider 
it necessary, in view of rccoiit events, to 
supplenieiic the nerinaueiit corps to the 
extent indicated, and a bill with this ob- 
ject has been introduced iiltu thi! hou.so 
uf commons and paesud its initial stages 
this week.

It is a remarkable fact, also, that many 
excellent battalions in Ontario, fully

.other corps further remoto from the scene 
,of action and not so well equipped were 
(despatched thither. The Ontario corps 
an ijueation are all in the weatern part of 
<he peoinaula and uoar the frontier, oo 
SL'litt-t in tha .event of a raid they could be 
flatted uadef arcja at very a^oti flot^ca.

The Irish Crimes Aet Not to Uv 
Renewed. 



London, July li. — In tho hou.-ie of 
lorda this afternoon Salisbury niado a 
statement to the Btl'tct that he would con- 
tinuo the policy adopted by (ShuLstniio in 
regard to the negotiations with llos-tia for 
the aettlenient of the frontier of .Afghan 
istan. Salistiury in moving an adjninii - 
ment of the houae, said it would bo con- 
veniont to explain tho condition of one 
or two important cpic^tiona, which greatly 
afi'octed foreign allaira and tho poaition of 
England. The matter of tlie gravest iui 
portance was the recent negotiations niili 
lluaaiain regard to the frontier of Afghan- 
istan. The busineaa of tho government was 
not to consider or comnioiit on tho past. 1 1 
was their busineaa to taUo llio pulicy of 
their predecosaora ani! Ciunluot it tn an 
issue oonsiatont with tlie public nil orr.st , 
but it was not their bu.iiiiesa to ontor into 
any controversy regarding that policy. It 
must be observed that there were'very 
dear restrictions upon the action of the 
present government arising from tho fuel 
that thoy had us.siimed oliico at ii lioio 
when certain matter.-) were diiiwini; near 
an end, the result being that niairv ploiii;o:i 
were given; and the tirat (buy of miy 
government was to see that tho phxl^ci 
which an English ^overnmout had given 
should be observed. 

Continuing, he said that aa f.ir aa lie 
had an opportunity of judging, the no- 
gotiations botwooii Ku.iaia and Kiiglaiul 
had been conducted with an oariieat doairo 
to arrive at an iidecpiato settlement, but 
he was bound to say that the negotiations 
had not gone far enough to enalile him to 
speak positively. He must ask their 
lordsliip.s not to attach too much iiiinort- 
ance to tlicao negotiations a.s linal ami o.'ii- 
clliaivo, even when coiicliidetl, us the 
whole cundituui of ntl'iiis in Central .\aia 
was very un.-*atiafacii.iy and uncertain. 
Wo hope, he said, to i.rrive at an amic- 
able settlement of the ditterenea in regard 
to /^ulfikar pasa, which England haii 
promised the .-\nioer would lie inoluiloii 
in Afghanistan. What had been iinnni.-oii 
must lie ko[4. \Vhii|.'v,T sctiloiiKMit 
might be arrived at, it was ipiir dir.y tn 
skillfully deviae and viizoroiisly c;ii ry . iii 
measures for the defense uf the Indian 
frontier. Furtherinore, wo should stretch 
out beyond, Uiat when the tide of war 
comes, it will not come near our pi-uvincoa. 
These preparations must, bo promptly and 
energetically made, and 1 trn.st that this 
policy will never be abandoned. 

In concluding hiaapeecli Lord ,S.ilHbuiy 
said; "The present difhculty in ligypt ia 
perhaps one of the most complicated 
problems that has ever been submitted to 
a government. Tho dilliculties are oiom- 
mous and of many kinds. These chlli- 
cultios now form tho subject of negotia- 
tions. It is perhaps rather too early to 
express an opinion as to the issue. Be- 
fore deciding upon any reniody the gov- 
ernment must take counsel of those Irjal 
qualified by experience to giiiilo thi'iii. 
Their policy should be steady and with- 
out vacillation. Onu of the moat mo- 
mentous issues is tho defense of the 
frontier of Egypt by the Egyptians, as- 
sisted, no doubt, in some measure by our- 
selves, against the tide of faiiatioiHm and 
barbarism. It ia necessary to e.stalilnh 
such a state of things that if wo eventu- 
ally withdraw our protecting lituul, Kgypt 
will be left aafe. All of these (iiie.iti. ii.s 
require time to aettlw. One principle 
must animate us, namely: To ao weigh 
our atepa that once taken we must not 
retrace them. The military dilHciilly is 
a largo one; tho political didiculty i.a a 
greater one. A still greater quu-ition was 
whether the provinces in tho Soudan, 
which had lately ceased to be uractic:illy 
under the control of Kyypt should be 
abandoned to their fate. The moat iiii 
portant of the Egyptian qiieationa, how- 
ever, is the financial question, whioli ia 
as yet unsettled. Until thia que.stii.n is 
settled, nothing can bo di'iio. Tliore ia 
no alternative between tuUing a steady, 
cautious and cireumapect policy, and tak- 
ing a course which would cover EimUnd 
with shame, — namely, to abandon Egypt 
to her fate." 

Tho Marquis of Salisbury tlien referred 
to tho domestic pclicy of hia g(n'o.-i!mont. 
He said it was intended to avoid cimten- 
tious legislation, and to promote only 
auch meaiiuroa aa wore necessary. These 
would include, perhaps, a suin-otiiry f ir 
Scotland. He would wind up ilio 
session at the earliest date imasiljle, and 
e.xpresaod a hope that tho general elec- 
tions would bo hold on jNovember 17th. 

London, July G. — Parliament reassem- 
bled to-day. In the commons, Bradlaugh, 
escorted by Labouchero and Rurt, both 
radical.-i, advanced to the tablo with ilu; 
purpose of taking the oath, 'i'o this .Sir 
Michael Hicka-Heach, chaiici'll'a' of the 
exchequer, interposed an oljjuct mn. 1|,> 
said that tho house waa strongly of tho 
feeling that Bradlaugh should not be 
allowed to go through the farm of taking 
the oath. He then moved that Brad- 
laugh bo refused porniiasinn to awoar, 
and that the sorgeant-al-araia be direclod 
to exclude him from tho prooiiict.s uf the 
houae unless he eiiij.'igi'd i\<<>. to distiirb 
the proceedings of the liou.si'. 

Mr. Charles Henry Hiq)wood (ml vaiiced 
liberal) moved an amendmeot in f ivor of 
legislating aa quickly as pcjsaiblo rc-jpect * 
ing oaths of oftice. 

Sir Wilfred Lamaon (radical) seconded 
the motion. 

Gladstone said he held atroiigor viowa 
on thje question of principle. Ijclieving 
that the houee had »cted uncoiiatiLution- 
ally and illegally (liberal cheora) he would 
support Mr. fltq)Wood'H motion. J.t win 
the duty of tho house to lo;,'i.jlato in l in; 
direction of reino ling au oxi.siing griev- 
ance. The present pai'l/amoiit tluougliout 
had grievously wronged the electors of 
Northampton. Jt was therefore the duty 
of thi3 houae- (Clieera. ) Mr. Oladhlone 
thought, hovi'ovej', that the scope of tlu' 
ainondinent shguld be narj-ower in dualing 
with thu case before them.

Me infornied a reporter 
that there was little in the busiues' now 
for sloopa or aaii-boala, as the Chineao 
preferred the safer and cheaper mode c.f 
travelling on the stoamera. Instead of 
§20 to gel to tho land of freedom, aa [ire- 
viously, it nort- only costs j?l'J. At ihia 
price there ia U'/tliiiin in it for sailing 
craft, and the consniuence is that the 
amall steamers <;ut tho trade. F'ully 000 
Chinese, our informant stated, crossed 
from Victoria to Washington Territory 
last inontli, and they did not sail over 
either. These f.icts may be uu welcome 
news for the authorilies at the other aide 
of tho pond, but they aro a source of gra- 
tilieation to the petiplo of thia province, 
who care not how many of the M.'iigola 
got safely out of the oountrj'.

BEHIND THE BARS. 



'AN INSIDE VIEW OF THE PENITEN- 
TIARY GIVEN BY A PRISONER.

"Life ia about what oue makes it, 
■Wlietiier guartled doors anil iioa bars 
stand between him and freedom, or the 
■whole world is his to wander iu at will, " 
tiaid a prisoner at the Krio county peniten- 
tiary to a reporter. The speaUer and his 
companion were staadiujj iu one of the 
corridors o£ the mail depurtnieat, gazing 
upward at the whitewashed cells which 
lose tier above tier to the roof. A chorus 
of peculiar sounds strangely but not in- 
harmoniously blended broke upon their 
ears. Sigj^s and groans, whispered con- 
versation, clicerful c{iit-cbat, the subdued 
notes uf a familiar liymn, and the air of u 
favorite ballad softly whispered, told of 
tbs varied moods of the occupants of thu 
narrow aparlnienta. The speaker was re 
lating some of his peculiar personal ex- 
periences and strivmg to convey to his 
companion some idea of what it means to 
be "buuind the bara " 

"When a man is sent here for a long 
term, " ho continued, "the amount of en- 
joyuicui or uiiserv he gets out of his iu- 
turceruiiou depends entirely on himself. 
At lii st, of course, the conlinement chafes 
him and ho longs to regain his freedom, 
but after becoming accustomed to his new 
Burioundiugs this impatience or restraint 
is succeeded by a sort of philo.sophical 
resigualioii. lie has tried the strength of 
the bars and looked into the resolute face.s 
of thu ' -epers in vain for sonic sign of 
weakness, and be concludes that escape 
perforce of pliysical prowess or the bri- 
bery of ilie lUtuiuliuils is out of the ques- 
tion. The city jiapcrs say nu more about 
his ca-it, his frieuils, one after another, 
cease to call upon him. and he comes to 
llio conclusion lluU he has been 
forgotten liy the world, iiiiil noth- 
ing reumins save to ^eive out 
the time of his sentence iu a living 
tomb and strive by checrtul compliance 
with the prison regulations to cul short 
the [leriod of penal servitude. Willi the 
short term men it is dill'ereut. Tho ex- 
pectation of an early return to llieir ac 
customed hiiunts keeps them from form- 
ing auy settled habits or layin^ out any 
plan of procedure. 

"The more intelligent a long-term man 
is, the less he sutlers. Tho illiterate and 
the dull are apt to become iiiuro.-e uud 
melancholy, and spend their time in un- 
availing hiraeutations, while the educated 
and ambitious man feels that he has made 
a grave mistake in life and sets his mind 
at work tc devise some means of regain 
lug a porliou of what he has lost. With- 
out a purpose in life an intelligent pris- 
oner would go crazy. A few day s ago 
one of the prisoners brought me the 
model of an ingeuious and complicated 
machine which he had invented since his 
iucarceratioD, and this model is now iu 
the hands of a patent solicitor with a 
fair probability of the inventor reaping 
a handsome reward for his industrious 
brain-work. Another man who recently 
completed a Ave years' terms here, wroto 
a technical work on electro plating dur- 
ing the odd hours spent iu his colL 
Others are skillful wl.iLlleis, and fashion 
wonderful things witli their jnck-kuives. 
Oue of these whitllers carved a handsome 
model of a lake steamer, perhaps two 
feet long, out of a solid block, and titled 
it up with cabins, smoke-stacks, paddle- 
wheels, nia.sts, and all other features and 
furnishings of one of tho fresh water 
boats. This wa.s ]ilnce(l ou e.\hibitiou in 
a down town show window and attracted 
inucli attention. (Uliers make a careful 
8tud3' of certain games, such as checkers, 
chess, eta, and in time develop woniler- 
ful skill. Then thorc is a certain clus'i 
whose chief aim seems to be to gather a.s 
much money us iio.isible, so as to go out 
into the world with enough to give them 
It business start. 

"Cine or two have property which is 
managed for them by their families or 
agents^ and these give up their thoughts 
to the best course to pursue in the mauug- 
ment of their possessions Theie are, 
perhaps, two or three who devote all 
their spare time to the formation of plaus 
for escape, but these are destined to uoth 
ing save disappointment, btill, if they 
are not easily discouraged, even this occu- 
pation of mind is better than none at all, 
loritlieeps them from despair and mel- 
ancholia Even prison life can not crush 
out individuality, and we have here invet- 
erate punsters, good story- lellers, misau- 
thropes, violent infidels, devout believers, 
egotists, men as humble as I riah 
lleep, and all the other types of character 
common to the outside world. We even 
have our poets, 

" I believe if a long-timer has a special 
talent he should be given full opportunity 
to cultivate it Hociely has no right to 
perniaueiitly dwarf a man's powers while 
he is undergoing punisbiiieut for soma 
misdeed as a warning to others. The endi 
of justice are sullicieafly satislied when 
the intelligent ijian is compelled to un- 
dergo the ignominy and disgrace of a prison 
cell, and after incarceration tho idea 
BhouM lie lefiirm rather Liiaii revenge. 
The prisoner should be given full scope 
in his ell'orts to piepiiTu himself for an 
honorable career of industry when hi.s 
sentence has expired If ho is prepared 
to enter one of the learned professions, or 
e.Kcels in one of the fine arts, so much the 
better. Society ajjplauds the man who 
rises from a bootblack to positions of 
wealth and honor, and there is no reason 
why sho should turn a cold shoulder upon 
the reformed culprit or refuse to recog- 
nize his genius because be has slept in a 
prison cell. 

"A short-term prisoner is never in a 
tetter condition for reform than when he 
leaves this place; the whisky i.s all out of 
blm, his person is clean, he has become .n 
some degree habituated to daily labor, his 
head is clear, his digestive power-; good, 
and his mind in a rneiisiiie frei'd from evil 
inllucnces. Let him return to his former 
haunts and old time assocyites and all will 
be lost. Then, if ever, society should 
throw about him her protecting arm and 
ECO that he is started on the riglit roacL 

"All this may seem rose colored to you. 
but we who are inside know more of tho 
nature of tho so-called criminal clashes, 
and, while it would bo idle to e.\pcct a 
general reform, I feel confident thyl a 
Bullicicnt number would be saved from 
going back to their old ways to make the 
system a success. "
